Thirty-fire years ago there were 07 5 
lawyers In Boston ; to-day the roll of 
attorneys contains more 
than 
3,000 
Dames, says the Boston Post. 
The old court house in Court square 
Was at that time the theater of action, 
And the lawyers were concentrated in 
the Immediate vicinity. 
The India building, a gloomy four- 
ftory gran ite structure, on which site 
how stands a p ortion of Young’s Hotel 
was headquarters for many eminent 
men, and Barrister’s Hall, in Court 
square, since converted into hotel uses, 
also housed quite a contingent. 
The 
Niles block on {School street and Olty 
Hall avenue, the Scollay building on 
Scollay square, where the subway sta­ 
tion now stands, furnished quarters to 
many attorneys, and at a later p eriod 
the abandoned dwellings in Pemberton 
square were invaded. 
Court street be­ 
tween Washington street and Scollay 
square was always a favorite situa­ 
tion for lawyers, and the Merchants’ 
Bank building on State street the then 
eastern limit. 
In the old days the offices even of 
the 
most celebrated 
lawyers 
were 
sheerless-looking 
p laces. 
A 
common 
p lain table served as a desk, an d a few 
Inexp ensive chairs comp leted the out­ 
fit which with a bare floor added to 
the gloom. 
The judges of thirty-five 
years ago fared little better than their 
brethren at the bar. 
The accommoda­ 
tions for the Judges were very meager, 
and the question of p ersonal comfort 
was hardly considered. 
Plain but sub­ 
stantia! furn iture was the limit of ex­ 
p enditures for the courts, and the out­ 
lay as comp ared with p resen t condi­ 
tions was striking. 
The “mahogany” 
room of the Justices of the Sup reme 
Judicial Court In the new court house 
is as luxurious as the p arlors of the 
large hotels. 
Kvery p art of the build­ 
ing Is In keep ing with the ap p earance 
of the rooms assign« ! to the Justices 
of the highest tribunal of 
the com­ 
monwealth, and no p ublic building In 
Its interior arrangements can excel the 
p resent court house of Suffolk County. 
The evolution of law has also been 
shown In the growth of 
the Social 
Ijftw library. 
Originally startin g in a 
comp aratively small room at the wrest 
end of the old court house with a few 
thousands of volumes, It now occup ies 
nearly the entire front of the second 
floor of the new court house and con 
tains 43,000 volumes.

placed the old ministry, the leader of 
which was Dr. Jose De Jesus Paul, 
the minister of foreign affairs, wrho 
has been the only figure outside of 
Castro himself in 
the negotiations 
that culminated in the ousting of Min­ 
ister De Reus and the severance of 
diplomatic 
relations 
with 
Holland, 
with a new body of men who repre­ 
sent various factions in the state and 
who have figured prominently in vari­ 
ous ways In the political history of the 
country. 
Not only has Dr. Paul disappeared 
from the counsels of the nation, but 
Dr. Baldo* who is now traveling in 
Castro's suite abroad, has resigned 
from his official position as minister 
of education.

SEAT OF MONTEZUMA 


Prehistoric Buried City Being Uncov* 


ered In Arizona. 
Washington, Dec. 21.—An American 
Pompeii is gradually being brought to 
light, according to the annual report 
of Charles B. Walcott, secretary of the 
Smithsonian Institution. 
Under a special congressional ap­ 
propriation, the work of excavating a 
prehistoric buried city at Casa Grande, 
near Florence. Arizona, has been con 
ducted by J. Walter Fewkes. Already 
a number of structures have been dis­ 
covered, but the largest one excavated 
during the year was a building 200 feet 
long, with eleven rooms, the massive 
walls enclosing a plaza. 
In the cen­ 
tral room there /is a seat called by the: 
Pima Indians, "the s»at of Montezu­ 
ma.” 
The rulrvs of Casa Grande w ere: 
found to be very much more extensive 
than was anticipated, and it is stated 
that their permanent preservation is 
of great archeological importance.

searches, Dr. Walcott states that al­ 
though t h e s o u rc e s of the i n s titu tio n ' 
are at present too limited to permit of 
large grants for extensive explorations 
or investigations, as far as the Income 
allows, and is given in various lines of 
research work and, it is added, it 
sometimes is found possible to en g a g e ; 
in expeditions liki ly to accomplish im­ 
portant results.

Gomez Is Thought to Have Taken Step 
in Right Direction. 
Washington, Dec. 22.—That a new 
cabinet in Venezuela may have an im­ 
portant bearing on the relations of 
that country with the United States 
is the opinion of state department offi­ 
cials who read the press dispatches 
from Port of Spain, telling of the ap­ 
pointments of Vice President Gomez. 
This depends, however, on the con­ 
stitution of the new body and whether 
the vice president and the element 
composing it are willing and anxious 
to resume diplomatic negotiations with 
the United States. 
The elimination 
from the new cabinet of those who 
were cl«>s«iy affiliated with the Castro 
rule is gratifying to the officials here, 
who hope that under the new order of 
things some progress may be made 
toward the adjudication of the claims 
of the United States against Venezue­ 
la, which have been pending for so 
long a time. 
If Venezuela under the new dispen-1 
sation shows a disposition to resume 
diplomatic relations with the United 
States, the state department would 
lend its aid in that direction without J 
hesitation. It prefers to be on friendly 
terms with our South American neigh­ 
bor». 
For these reasons the appoint­ 
ment of a new cabinet may have an 
Important bearing on the relations ^be­ 
tween the two governments.

of Charles M. Schwab, urged the com­

Judge E. H. Gary as conclusive, and 
told several funny stories.

ed figures, however, to such an extent 
that it is doubtful if the tariff framers 
are any more enlightened on tha steel 
question than they were before Mr.

Mr. Carnegie's principal contention 
was that the steel industry needs no 
more protection, that it has reached 
a point in its development where the 
American manufacturers can now com­ 
pete with the world under free trade 
conditions. 
While he claimed that the 
cost of labor and production of steel 
are less in this country than in the 
other countries producing steel. Mr. 
Carnegie gave no figures to support 
his contentions. 
He said that Judge Gary told the 
committee that the United States Steel 
corporation can get along without a 
tariff on its products and that should 
be sufficient evidence for the commit­ 
tee to take off the duty on steel and 
iron. 
Mr. Carnegie’s testimony was most 
unique and interesting, and he fre­ 
quently caused peals of laughter In 
the crowded room, the joke often be- { 
ing at the expense of the chairman or 
some other member of the committee.
